However, it is 
requested that the Secrecy Order be modified to permit disclosure of the subject matter 
by the principals designated in said order to any person who qualifies under aN of the 
following restrictions. The person to whom disclosure is made: 

1 . shall possess a proper security clearance (clearance by the Department of Energy 
(DOE) or the Department of Defense (DOD) to receive the classified information 
involved); 

2. shall be known by the disclosing principal to need the information in the 
performance of their official duties; and 

3. is conducting work in support of programs authorized by the DOE Naval Nuclear 
Propulsion Program.
